Managing brucellosis is an action of great importance to the Montana cattle industry and the Montana Stockgrowers Association. The
prevalence of brucellosis infected elk continues to significantly increase. Elk migrate to livestock feeding, calving and grazing areas
for a variety of reasons, therefore increasing the risk of brucellosis from bison and elk to cattle. Bovine brucellosis has significant
animal health, public health, and international trade consequences. Currently, there are over 100,000 cattle in the Designated
Surveillance Area (DSA) and over 100,000 brucellosis tests were conducted on cattle during FY22. The financial burden on livestock
producers as well as the state’s DSA budget is significant. Our organizations support all efforts to eliminate the threat of brucellosis
transmission to cattle. It is imperative Montana keeps its brucellosis-free certification. We recommend including the Montana
Department of Livestock as a key organization in these discussions as they are a large part of the state’s DSA strategy.
